inthe very next verſe, /f God ſo loned vs , ec. as if hee 
would haue vs throughly to vncerſtand, that ſuch a 
perſon giuen for ſuch perſons to worke ſuch a worke, 
is {ſuch a demonſtration of Gods loue, that the like is 
no where io be found,no not in all the Bookes of Ari« 
totles Demonſtrations. When I was here a ſcholler, I 
heard a molt reverend Father, namely MF.

then the very rudiments and principles of this word of

commanded is grounded vpona moſt ſtrong. demon- 
tration: and the workes therein required are ſquared 
by the ſquier of exact reaſon: and the perſons that em- 
brace this faith, are only andalone eſteemed to be en« 
duced with right reaſon: therefore we rightly conclude 
thatrhis word of Chriſt ſer downe in the holy Scrip= 
tures ofthe Prophets & Apoſiles is the only vnerring 
word of cruth, And verily, voleſſe the holy Scriptures 
were furniſhed with all varictic of arguments and rea» 
ſons to convinceall errors,aud to confirme all truths, 
how could the profefiors of the Chriſtian faith be ena + 
bledthereby, to convert or confound all heatheniſh 
erſons,and all heretickes and ſchiſmatikes,and to in- 
{truR and Arengthen the faithfull themſclues? For if 
we will.deale with. Ethnikes, we muſt not produce the 
bare teſtimonies of the Prophets and apoſiles as of 
witneſſes immediatly inſtructed & ſent inco the world 
by God,to giue an vndeniable evidence to truth: ( for 
that were to begge that as granted, whichis by them 
not only cueſtioned, but. allo perempeotily denied ) 
but they muſt be dealt withall dy arguments and rea- 
ſons, as being aplea allowed by all as are , or thinke 
themſelues to be indued with rightreaſon.and among 
the great varietie of arguments and reaſons, whereby 
v1 queſtionsare handled, and diicourſed of, wee mult 
not at the leaſt principally vie. ſuch of them as moſt 
prevaile with the affections and will ; butrather ſuch 
a3 doc infiruct the vnderſtanding and the minde, For

the affections and will. Whereas, Falſchood doth teach 
by perſwading:that is,per{wadeth the affection & will, 
hf (ſo mouerch the rnind to aflene vato error. The cruth 
of voth which poſitions is verified by the expcrience 
ofall ages.For what prevaileth moſt with the affecti- 
ons but the enſamples of our Ancients, cuſtome, a 
goodintent, andanoutward peace and plentie of all 
temporall bleſſings? And haue not theſe Leene vicd as 
principall arguments by Schilmatikes, Heretikes,Ido- 
laters,and Erthnikes/Owr Fathers(aid the ſchiſmarical 
Samaritans)worſhipped in this mount, loh.4. 20.1 haue 
{o receaued from my Progenitors (was the plea of that 
infamous heretike Eutiches )In this faith was I borne 
and conſecrated toGod , and intnis 1 delire to die. 
Concil.Chalced.a&.1.So Dioſcorus inthe ſame place, 
I doe find the doctrine of the ancient Fathers not cur= 
{orily delivered , but handled of ſer purpoſe in their 
bookes:[am reiected with them, So the Idolatrous 
lewes ſaid tha: they would doe whatſoever weat out 
of their owne mouthes ; as to burne incenſe to the 
Queene of heauen,and ro powre out drinke offerings 
co her: as they had done both they and their fathers, 
theirKings and Princes in the cities ot Judah, & inthe 
freers of lerutalem:for then(faid they )rhey hadplentie 
of vittuals,and were well,and felt no evill, lJer.q4.. 17.50 
the hereticall andidolacrrous Papiſts cry out both ge- 
nerally for the Fathers, the Fathers', the Church,the 
Church. Antiquirie, Vnity, Vniverſalitie; ;& particular- 
ly vato his Maieſtic,your holy progenitors, your deare 
mother were proteſſours of our Romane religion, 
Laftly,fothe old Idolatrous Ethnikes : That which © 
more ancient cannot be falſe, Aus.de Civ.Dei.l, 29. But 
bow did the ancient Fathersthemiſelues reply _—_ 
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tence of the Chriſtian faith)egainſt the [adolatrou Eth- 
nikes 
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nmikbes?wilt thou follow thine Anceſtors , oy reaſon rather? 
La{l de vero Dei ſimulachro, cap, 20. So Cyprian ep, Te 


cent: Quint We are not topreſcribe by cuſtome, but to co. 


vince withreaſon,So Tertullian: We are not to eſteeme of 


faith by the perſons, but of theperſons by the faith. Yea 
this kind of rea! oning,rea{on it ſelte hath taught, even 
the natwall wiſe men, 1 am thus reſolued ({aid Platoin 
Critone Jnot pow but alwaies,thatIamnotto enthra! 
my iudgement vnto any of my freinds, but to reaſon: 
yea to that reaſon which by aiſcord appeareth to bee 
beſt, Whoſe opinion was ſeconded by the chicteſt of 
all his ſchollers. Plato ts my friend, but truth ts more my 
friend, Ariit, Mor l,1.c. 3, For the efticacy of reaton is 
better then all avthoricies, Zalm.im c,5.ep. ad, Other- 
wiſe why doe all learned men of all protefſions call for 
a cenerall diſputation , that they may iuſtific all their 
poftions by logicall ſyllogiſmes, Yea why doth God 
himſclfe call the Idolatrous Erhnikes, Randing in de- 
fence of their heatheniſh Gods.to this manner & kind 
of triall? as 11a.41.21.22.23. Staxd to your cauſe, ſarth 
the Lord,bring forth your ſtrong reaſons,ſaith the God of 
Tacob.Let thembring them forth , and let them. rell vs 
what ſhall come : let them ſhew the former things what 
they be, that wee may conſider them, and knowe the late 
rer end of them: either declare vs things to come. Shew 
the things that are to come hereafter , that wee may 
krowe that yee are Gods,, Yea, doe gpood,or dee evill,that 
we may declare and beheld it together. In which wordes 
arc {et downe two reaſons,w hereby the true God may 
be diſcerned:whereofthe one is the doing good or c- 
vill, The other, the declaring of things paſt, and of 
things to come, And verily the true Godis goodnefle 
t ſelfe, and hath declared himlelfe ro be ſo by the cre- 
ation of the w orld,and by communicating {ome porti- 
on of his owne goodnefle to every creature therein, 


Ang therefore,as Pythagoras ſaid, any befides one 
God, 
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God fay,I am God:let themſhewa worlalike to this, 
and fay thereof,this is nine, For the creation of this 
one world is ſo ſure an evidence to proue that there is 
but one God, - that this one God willeth his people to 
{ay to the Ethnikes that (hall ſtand in defence of their 
[doll Gods:The Gods that made not the heavens & the 
earth, ſhallperi(h from the earth,and from ynder the hea 
vens,ler.10.11. And verily the Goas of the heathen are 
but Idols:for it 55 the Lord that made the heavens, Pal. 
96.5.Now if the heacheniſh Gods (hall aſſume to the- 
{clues the glory of this great worke of the creation, 
then ſaith theLordin the place betorc alleaged, Leer 
them ſhew it to be ſo,cither by revealing things paſſed fro 
the beginning of the world , or things that are to come to 
paſſe even to the ena.For yndoubrediy,knowne vnto God 
are all his owne workes fromthe beginning of t he world, 
Ac&t.15.18.and as certainely hee knoweth: what ſhall 
become of themto the end, -yea whatiſhal! come to 
afſe for cycrandever, As it is vndoubredly true, that 
the heathemiſh Gods cannot tell what ſhall come ts 
aſſe in time to come concerning ſuch things as are to 
be efteed by ſuch cauſes asare 1et on worke: by their 
owne wills: and therefore arc no true Gods. For if ic be 
replyed that the Prieſts and Propnets of their heathe. 
niſh Gods haue declared ſuchthings before hand ; as 
namely their Propheteſles called S5bil/e,haueſert down 
ſome as diftia& particulars concerning onr Saviour 
Chriſt,and the works ofredemptian wrought by him, 
as were foretold by Moſes and the Prophets : wee ans 
ſwer that as Plato did Aorzare, that is, deliver many 
doctrines fet downe by Moles for that hee had taken 
them out ofhim: So theſe Sybille did Prophetizare, 
becauſe thev had reccaued theſe prophieſies either out 
of their books, or by tradition from the old Patriarks, 
For as Sampſon ſaid vnto his gueſts that were at his 
wedding, when they gauc him the right ſenſe of his 
| riddie 
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riddle which lic had propoſcd vnto them: [fyer bad nos 
lowed with my heifer , yee could not hawe found out my 
ridd/e,1ud.14.18.So may wee as truely ſay , that if the 
heatheniſh Prophets and Propheteſles had not con- 
ſulted with our Prophets,they could not haue delive- 
red theſe Oracles, The which is evident by this, that 
when they were conſulted by their greateſt friends 
concerning events that were preſently to come to 
paſſe,they delivered their Oracles in doubtfull ſenten< 
ces, which might be expounded divers waies , for that 
they were not able to deliver any certaintie thereof, 
As; Aio tee Aacides Romanes vincere poſſe. And Cre/ws 
halim penetrans magnam pervertet opum vim.Whereas 
our Prophets not only-.delivered the certaintic of the 
events of divers battles when they were ready to bee 
vndertaken.as Iud.q.9.and 7,9,.Sam.30.8,1.R-g,20 
x 3.Butalſo many other events many hundred yeares 
before they fell out. As namely the deliverance ofthe 
Jewes out of the captivitie of Babylon, and the parti- 
cularking by whomit ſhould bee accompliſhed,cven 
Cyrus king ofthe Medes & Perſians, Ifa.44.& 45.The 
which propheſic,as Iokephus reporteth, Antiq, [ndaic, 
/.11.c,1.Cyrusrcading and perceauing himſclfe to be 
named thereinſome 200 yeares before he was borne, 
and appointed to ſuch a worxe, gaue liberty to the 
Tewes to returne totheirowne country, and to build 
theirtemple,and he gaue them backe the veſſels there- 
of, which had beene carried away by the king of Baby. 
lon, For he vnderſtood chat the God of the Iewes was 
the true God, becaule ke had foretold ſuch an'event a 
long time before it was to come to paſſe, As it may ap 
peare by his owne words, Ez.1,2. Thus ſath Cyrus 
King of Perſfia,the Lord God of heauen hath given me all 
the kingdomes of the earth, and hath commanded mee to 
build him an houſe in Teruſalem which is in Iudah.who is 
among you of all hu peeplewith + hu God 15? Let hins 
&&e 
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gore wp to leruſalem which i in Indah,and build the houſe 
of the Lord God of Iſraell:be « the God which « im [ern- 
ſalem. Here then wee may perceaue by evident reaſon 
ſet downe in the Scriptures, that the heathen haue and 
therefore (till may be convinced to acknowledge him 
to be the true God, who hath revealed himlielfe in 
thoſe bookes of the Prophets and Apoſtles, and that 
thoſe bookes are the authenticall word of the truc, all 
ſecing and well working God, And verily even the 
moſt profoundeſt myſterics ofthoſe bookes may bee 
iuſtified by evident reaſon to the heathen themlclues 
to be the doctrines of truth proceeding from the true 
God:as it may appeare by the bookes of theſc notable 
lights in the Church of Chriſt, D.de Dleſſts ae weritate 
Chriſtiane religtonss. Zeged, in locts com, Keckerm.in 
Syniagm.Theolog, Neither mult the doQtrines of our 
Chriſtian religion bee by reaſon evicted againſt the 
Gentiles, but alſo againſt all Schilmaciks, & Heretiks, 
For albeit all theſe,or at the leaſt the moſt of them ac- 
knowledgethc holy Scriptures to proceed fromGod, 
yet ſeeing this word of God conhifteth not in the let- 
rers but inthe ſence,notin the reading , but in the vn- 
derſtanding,nct in theleaues of the lpcech wherein it 
is delivered, but inthe root of tke reaſon whereon it is 
grounded : and ſceing all Schifmatikes and Heretikes, 
be the words thatare produced againſt them never {o 
plaine and pregnant, yetperuert and corrupt the right 
ienſe and meaning of them, how can theright ſenſe be 
juſtified againſt all ſuch perſons, but by cleere and evis 
dentreaſons? For if one teſtimonie bee producedro 
cleere another,they will pervert the ſenſe of the one ag 
wellas ofthe other, And ifthe teſtimonies of the anci. 
ent Fathers, yea of generall Councels beealleaged a. 
gainſtthem , either they-will pervert the meaning of 
them alwell as they didthe meaning of the Scriptures, 
orclle they will flatly refuſe ro ſubſcribe to their auto 
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rity. The truth hereof was fully knowne vnto S, Auſtin, 
who for his learned contuting of many heretikes, was 


called the Hammer wherewith heretikes were knock- Malleus kerort 
ed inthe head, Forhee writing again! Maziminus the crate. 


Arrian,l.3.1-14.ſaith; 1wiliinotalleage the Councell 
of Nice topreiudicethec, neither ſhalt thou produce 
the Councell of Ariminum to preiudice me: ] will not 
be bound to yeeld to the alitority of the one,nor thou 
tothe authoricy of the other:but by the autoritie ofthe 
Scriptures,as by molt indifferent witneſſes,not propex 
ro cither of vs, bur common to both. Let matter wich 
matter,cauſe with cauſe,reafon with reaſon, bee come 
pared together, & Jer that prevaile which is the tron- 
oer,and weigh moſt wherein there is the moſt weight. 
And verily there is no other meanes to clcerc the mea- 
ning of all teſtimonies , humane, and divine, then by 
thelight of cleere arguments, and reaſons, Wherefore 
ſecing that thepower of the word of God confiſtech 
in the right ſenſe and meaning thereof, which cannor 
be clcered without the 11ght of reaſon , & without the 
ſure apprehenſion thereof, the people of God them- 
ſelucs cannot be edihed; therefore cleere arguments 
an reaſons multi bee produced for the cleering of all 
doctrines of faith,and an holy life by all ſuch teachers 
as ſceke after the edification of the people of God. The 
truch whercof is plainely confirmed by the vſuall pra- 
ile of all preachers of the word of God. Among whs6 
it 1s moſt ordinary, afterthe doArines deduced out of 
their texts,tocleerethe ſame with varietie of reaſons, 
and then todrawe out the vies thereof, which are no- 
rhingellc but particular doctrines by evidence of rea- 
ſon colleted and gathered out of the generall, And 
verily the true Chrittian faith is not an ignorant credus 
Jirie,bu an vnderſtanding aſſent grounded vpon a ſure 
knowledge; even fuch a faith as was inthe Apoſtles 
themſclues,& the which they wereto preach through 
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ut the whole world. Luk. 1.77. For ofthis their faith, 
our Sauiour himſelfe teſtifieth in this very chapter,lay- 
ing:/ hane gwen them the words which thos gaxeſt mee, 
and they haue receaued them , & bane knewne ſurely that 
I came ont from thee , and hane beleenedihnt theu haſt 
ſent me,v.$.The truth whereof is plainly confirmed by 
the words of S. Peter. Joh. 6.69. T how haſt the wordes of 
eternall life: we beleene & knowe that thog art the yer y 
Chriſt the ſonne of the lining God, Neither is this vnder- 
Randing faith proper and peculiar to the teachers of 
thetruth , bit toallthe godly profeſſors ofthe ſame, 
For none come to ſalvation but by the knowledge of the 
trath.2.,Th.2.10.11. In whichplace knowledge and 
faith are ivined together as inſeparable companions: 
as Ignorance 1s fer downe as a {ſeparatiſt frem faith & 
ſalvation inthe former chapter of the ſame Fpiſtle.

Scire eft per ca% of , Wherefore the true Chriftian faith grounded vpon 
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knowledge,doth no otherwile worke inthe faithfull a 
right aſſent tothe ſeverall doQrines of faith then b 
the right apprehenſion of the ſeverall reaſons and 
2rounds thereof, "This truth is manifeſtly proued 
throughout the whole body of the ſacred Scripture, 
which teacheth that the true Chriſtian faith is a wiſe, 
and holy,nottooliſhand wicked , a ſeeing and not a 
blind;aclcere and not adarke; a manly and nor a chil« 
diſhza realonableand nota brutiſhperſwahon. Faith is 
a wiſe afſent grounded vponthe wiſe doctrines oftke 
word of God,which are able ro make vs wiſe to ſalvatie 
# by faith in Chriſt.2.Tim.3,15.And what is wiſdome 
but a right apprehenſ16 of truth & the reaſons thereof 
by the teſtimonies of divine & humane autors? I hawe 
({aith Soloms the wile) compaeſſed about both ] er mine 
heart to knowe and inquire and to ſearch wiſdonme,ch rea- 
ſon Eccl.7.27.: by t aa manner of annexing the

[d puaitur, beaſt ro goe not whether they ſhould goe, but whe- 
ther others goe.But the faithfull ſhould not be children 
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i vnderfianding but ofaripe age, 1.Cor. 14.20. Nei- 
ther ſhould they bee lthe the horſe and mule, in whore 
there is no vnderſtanding,P1.3 2.9.For children arc chil- 

diſh, and are led with ſuch motiues as moſt preyaile 
with the affetions:and brute beaſts are brutiſh , and 
follow ſecnſc:;but the wile Chriſtian belecuer will rake 
eſpecially notice of fuch inducements as ſoundly in- 
forine the vnderſtanding, and are powerful! to rule & 
direc the affections and ſenſes] ina right courſe, Nov 
by all theſe properties and effects of atrue Chriſtian 
faith, itisevidenrt, that whoſoever deſireth to attaine 
thereynto,muſt labour to ynderſtand the ſ{everall rea- 
ſons, whereon the {everall dotrines of faith are groun« 
ded, that lo he may 7 bee enabled thereby to ſtand ypon, 
the uſt defence othis owne faith. Thus much is Bellar-= 
mine himſclfe forced to confefle, inthat hee maketh 
ſanctity of doctrine, which is the wiſdome and tcaſo- 
nableneſle thereof,to be a note of the true Church, and 
of the right faith profeſſed therein: & vpo that oround. 
taketh exception againſt our doarine, and chargeth It 
to be vnreaſlonable and ablurd,and {o vnholy,& there- 
fore not the doctrine of the true Church, and of the 
right faith proteſled therein, For the proofe whereot 
he giveth inſtance in fiue points. And firſt he beginneth 
with juſtification by faith: and againſt the truth there- 
of,maketh this weake and childiſh Sophiſme. If faith 
(faith he)iuſtifieth and aflureth the Faithful of his iuſtt- 
fication,then cither it findeth him juſt before he belee- 
aeth,or maketh him iuſt after he belecuega. Bur this di- 
viſion is inſufficient, and ſhould be made in this maner. 
 Iffaith iuftifieth eirher it is before, or when, or aftcr ic 


1s giuen, But faith iuſtificth both when,and after it is 


given,and doth never find any man iulſt beforc he hath 
obtained a right faith, \And ſo the Apoſtic reacheth.

ſtance, reaſon faileth in this ſophiſticall confuter, and 
not inthe doctrine which he would confute,Hisſeced 
inſtance is this; Iffaich giueth aſſurance of the pardor: 
of finne,then it ſuffereth him/nor to ſay that petition 
of the Lords Prayer , forgiue vs our ſimnes : lecing it is 
an abſurd thing to pray tor that whereof he hath good 
aſſurance,thar he hath italready;But God giueth for- 
giuenefſe of finnes,burt ro ſuch as in their .dayly pray- 

ers make confcfiion of chem vnto him , and fairhful! 
pray for the forgiueneſſe of them, 7/aid ( faith David 
P1.32:6.)Iwill confeſſe againſt my ſelfe my wickedneſſe 
vnto the Lord,and thouforganeſt the miquitie of my ſin, 
Thereforeſhall every one that « godly make his prayer vn 
to thee in the time when thou maiſt be found, That is;ſce- 
ing Godis found of all them that lecke him in truth, & 
granteth mercy Og of linne to all that humbly 
and fairhfully ſceke forpardon in Chriſt : Therefore 
every one thatis godly,will in his daily prayers ſue & 
ſceke for the forgiuenelle of his finnes in Chriſt,thatſo 
he may obtaine the aſſurance thereof, What? Had nor 
that man aſſurance of thepardonof his finnes, to whs 
Chriſt ſa1d,4n thy finwes areforginen thee Luk, F. 20s 
And did rhis man abſurdly, it he faid the Lords praicr? 
Had not thewkpoſtles themſelues aſſurance of the par, 
don of their owne ſinnes, which were topreach and to 
proclaime the pardon of all finnes to all belceners?and 
did they ccaſe to pray,yea to pray after that manner as 
Chriſt commanded them to pray, forgive v5 our ſranes? 
Matt.9.9.What doth the holy father the Pope, who in 
his plenary pardons,and indulgences, or ali his Friers 
2nd prieſts, who in the ſacrament of penance, giue aſſt 
rance 
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rence of the pardon of all innes to ſuch as confeile the, 
&-are contrite and forrowfull for them, doe they I fay 
forbid rhe ſaying ofthe Lords prayer, and the asking 
therein of the pardon of their hnnes? Surely the holy 
Father himſelic \, andall the principall perſons ofhis 
Chorch,ace abſurd men.or elle it is no ablurditic to af- 
ſure the faithful] of the fall forgiuenescFall their fins. 
and yet to will themto pray daily for the lame, The 
Cardinals third inftance is:the Anabantiſts hold faith 
to beanalurance of Gods loue, who yet Can hauc no 
aſſurance thereof; tiierciore faithis not the afurance 
of Crodsloue, As it heretixes and reprobates mighe 
ror hold iome right opinions in matters of faith, Bur 
ev tnem{ſelues have an aflu + 


the Anabaptiſts lay that the? 
rance of Gods louc,and arc accepted of him, And what 
ofthat? Did not the Laodiceans lay that they were 
rick aad incr2af ed with Foods ,and wanted nothing? Ap. 3. 
17, Andyetit was nothing fo, Soſomemad men will 
ſay that they are Lords of luch and ſuch Mannours, vea 
Soveraignes of fuch and luch kingdomes:and yet they 
may be ttarke beggars, Now the Anabaptiſts , as all 0= 
ther heretikes are attcra ſort mad men, and bauc loſt a 
ſound mind; -and therefore they may thinke that they 
haue faith and the aſſurance of Gods loue , when they 
hauc it not indeed, The cyidences wherein divers inen 
doe ſecke for the aſſurance of Gods louc are diverſe, 
The Phariſes had luchan high .conccir: of their ovne 
workes , that they did thinke themſelues iuft thereby,

and acceptcd with God, as being ſuch ingtheir owne 
proud opinions as did demerit no lefleat Gods hand, 
So many that haue intended the viier oyerthrowe of 
Prince andpeople., having receaucd ablalution from 
their Priclts, and a pargon trom the Pope, have ixdacd 
th2mſelues.to haue had aL their fianes pardoned ,and 
themlclucs greatly beloued of God, So.che-Anabap- 
tifts dexming and dreatming-thrir owne fancies to bee 
: | * "The 
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the immediate revelarions.of the ſpirit of God may 
happely preſume hereof, that they are right deare vnto 
God,and ſuch as may beefully perſwaded of his loue, 
But the faithfull ro whom God by his word and facra- 
ments,doth ſo reveale his covenant of mercyin Chriſt 
leſus, that thereby they are effetually called and 
brought vnto God, to truſt inthis his vnſpcakable 
goodnefſe,anc. to place their chiefe happineſle therein 
and tolouc God forthe ſame aboue all things w hatſo- 
ever; herebyare rightly aſſured thac they are in Gods 
loue,and arectteQually called tothe cate of grace, & 
ro obtaine ſalyation in Chriſt Teſus, Wherefore albeit 
the aſſurance ofche Anabaptifts, and of all other of the 
like ranke may be falſe and vaine,forthat ir is built yp= 
ona ſandy falſe ground : yet the aſſurance ofthe fairh« 
full is moſt firme and certaine,forthatit is founded vp- 
on arocke, Fourthly,Bellarmine chargeth Luther with 
an ablurd poſition for that he avoucheth, that children 
being baptiſed may haue faith, Why,doth not our Sa- 
yiour himſelfe teſtifie, that ſome at the firſt houre of 
the day of their life are called to worke in the Lords 
vineyard?Mat.20.1. and therefore indued with a ſan- 
ified faith , which worketh by loue, And doth nor 
the Scripture alſo in plaine words,and not inparables, 
teach that ſome are ſanRifed fro their mothers womb; 
and therefore not only indued with an holy faith, buc 
alſo with all other graces of ſanRification ? Ter. x, 5, 
Why doth not Bellarmine himſelfe thinke that infants 
deſcending from faithfull parents being baptiſed, and 
dying before they.cometo yeares of diſcreation, are 
Gods children and heires of his kingdome ? Now how 
arc they Gods children , vnleſſe they are reformed to 
his image in righteouſneſſe and true holineſſe, & there 
fore indued with a true faith whichis 2 principall pare 
oftrue kholinefſe,and the very root whereout all other 
graces ſproutand growe?Wherefore itis no abſurdity 
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ro thinke that children may be indued with a ſanQify. 
ing faith, albeit they cannot produce the ations theres 
of,no more then itisan abſurditiero ſay that they are 
indued witha reaſonable ſoule,albcitthe efeRs there 
of appeare not inthem, But Bellarmine himſclfe hap= 
pily doubting ofthe abſurditic of theſe former doce 
trines,in the laſt inſtance wil be ſure to produce an ab- 
ſurd poſition indeed:which is, that Godis the author 
of finne: whichyet as he afhrmeth is taught by Calvin. 
But this is an impudent and a ſhameleſfle {lander refu- 
ſed and refuted allo by that worthie ſeruant of God 
himſelfe, Wherefore Bellacmine hereby manifeſtly de 
clareth that the doetrine ofthe Romiſh church wheres 
of he is ſo (iiffe a maintainer,is abſurd,falſe, & yntrue: 
& therefore not taken out ofthe word of truth , ſecin 
itis not, neither indeed cannoc bee defended bur by 
falſe flanders and lies, For the law of God ſhall bee ſul- 
filled without hes : ſecing wiſdome is ſufficient to a 
faithfull mouth, Ecc1.34.8, And verily that all the par- 
ticular doQrines of the Church of Rome are vnreaſo« 
nable and abſurd,and therefore yntrue by Bellarmines 
owne rule,vntrue ic may be iuflified in them al! : but at 
this time I will giue inſtance only in ſome of their par* 
ticular doQtrines which concerne the word of God, 
the Sacraments, Prayer,& Faith, Andfirſt concerning 
the word of God.theChurch of Rome abſurdly teach- 
eth that it is delivered vntovs partly in the Scriptures, 
and partly by tradition, Foritit bee an abſurd thing 
for a wiſe and provident Father to deliver his laſt will 
and teſtamentpartly in writing and partly without : ir 
is much more abſurd to aſcribe any ſuch a&ion vnteo 
the moſt wiſe and provident God, Secondly,ifit be an 
abſurd ching for afther to interdiR any of his childre 
to get acoppie of his laſt will and teſtament ,wherein 
ſome greatlegacy is giuen ynto him, and ſome ſpeci31! 
duties are required at his hands:then it is more abſurd 
D 2 eq 
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to avouch that God goth intecruit all his children of 
the Laitic, the nauing of rhe bookes ofthe old & new 
Teſtament inthe which ſo great legacies are bequea- 
thed vnto them, and fo many ipeciall duties are recui- 
red at their hands. Thirdly, if it be an abſurd thing that 
a wiſe and louing father ſhould make his laſt will and 
teſtament ina language vaknown to his children, ſce- 
inghemakethirtothis end,evento make knowne to 
a:landevery of them what portion and leg 

beſtoweth vpon them,and what duric hee requireth at 
their hands; then much moreabſurd isitro avouch 
that our heavenly fatner,making his wil and teſtament 
ro the ſame end, would have the ynderſtidineo thereof 
kept cloſe from; any of his children ynder the locke & 
key of a ſtrange language. Fourthly,ſceing every wile 
tathertath a ſpeciall care to ſet downe his mind in His 
willand teftamentinplaineand cleere words , that fo 


he may take away all juſt occaſton of diſcord and diſs 
ſention among his children : 


| : It isabſurd ro imagine 
thatthe God of peace and loue would fer downe his 
mind in the bookes of the old and new Feflamevt in 
darke andobicuretearmes. , and mphraſes ofſucha 
Jqubitulland ambiguous fignification that like ancſe 
ofwax they may be bowed aS\wel this wry as that way, 
and io miniffer occaſion of ditcord and ftrife which he 
therein {o firaightrly and ſeverely incerditeth? And 
yerily as it iSan abſurd thingto avouch thar the light 
ofthe ſunne 1s darke, becaule ſore eics cannor well be- 
holdit,& blind cannotapprehend it at al: ſo js it more 
abſurd toavoucn that the holy Scripture being a light 
thatproccedeta from Chriſt the ſonne of righteoutnes 
Ap-12-1.is darke and obſcure, becauſe the ſorc eyes 
of ſome mens licke minds are offended withit, and the 
blind minges of other that are tarke dead in their fins 
cannot apprehend itar all, Fifcly, ſeeing it is an abſurd 


thing tothinke that any perſon ina manuary craft can 
become 
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become a good Artiſan,vnleſſe he vnderfiand the par= 
ticular rules thereof, and the reaſons of tuch workes 
that areto be w :oughr thereby:i itisno lefſe ab{urd to 
Sr branes with the Church of Rome, that a blind and 
x colliar-like faith can make a trne Faithfull man, and a 
£00d intent can maken good worke , when the parry 
VagerlLangern not the particular doctrines of faith ,nor 
the ſeverall reaſons whereby a good worke rnay bee 
don? rightly & acceptably ynro God. For is it not ab» 
ſurd (as 5 ChryſoRome ſaith )that a Phyſitian, a Tanner, . 
a Cloth-worker.and all other crafclinen ſhall bee able 

to tand in defence of theirarts: and a Chriftian (hall 
not beableto giue 2a reaſon of his faich?Wahereas thefe 
arts neglected oring lofſe only to our temporalties : & 
the contempt of the other bringeth damage to our 
ſoules.Yer(taith he )ſuch is our madneſſe that wee im- 
ploy all our thoughts vpon che former , and little re= 
gard the neceflary & moſt ſtrong tortiftcarions of our 
{2lvation: albeit wee bee commanded to bee ready to 
giue an anſwer to every one that ſhould aske vs a rea- 
{on of our faith, & alſo to haue the word of God dwel- 
linginvs moſt plentitully. Chryf.hom.;16.in Toh, Sixt- 
ly, ifwe thinke it abſurd to truſt another mans telling 
inthe receipt of mony,or another mans cic in the fee- 
diag of ourhorſe, or another mans taſ{t inthe food of 
our owne boSes: * It is more avſurd toreceaue from 
our teachers the heauenly coine of faith, hope, & loue, 

vvon their bare word,or torcuſt his cies and taſt in the 
food of our ſoules by receauing and approuing all do- 
Arines delivered by rhem vnto vs withoutall examina? 
tion and triall.So "4 Chryſoſtome, It is an abſurd thing 
;n the receipt of mony,not ro truſt another, butto teli 
ir. our ſelues:an4 in matters offzrre greater momentto 
conrent ourſeJucs with another mans bare word:eſpe- 
cially whereas we haue a moſt exatt ballance,, ſquire, 


and rule,cycnthe determination of the divine lawes, 
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Chryſhom.1 3.in 2.ep.adCor,Laſtly,is it not moſt ab 
ſurd tharatran{lation made by ſome which were not 
inſpired & guided therein by the ſpirit of God, ſhould 
be commanded to bc receaued by all,as only authenti- 
call, to be preferred before the rext it ſelfe ſer down 
inthe bookes ofthe Canonicall Scripture, penned in 
the Hebrew & Greek :ongues by che Prophets & Apo= 


Ales, which were immediatly inſpired and guided in 


that very action by the ſpeciall motion of the vner; ing 


{piritof God?2.Pcr.1.20.21.1s it not,] ſay,zbſurd that 


all truch moſt pureiy ſet downe by ſuch notarics as 
were immediately thereto deſigned by God, ſhould 
not be ſo well prelerued in their regiſter bookes from 
all errors and corruptions by divine providence, as in 
the writings of any other which were not immediatly 
by God defigned thereynto? For is water more clecrc 
inthe ſtreame where it may gather mud , then in the 


Duicns ex 19/0 moſt pure fountaine it ſelfe? Hence ſþring errors ( ſaith 
Yente vibiantur S.Cyprian)while men repaire wot tothe origmall weritie 
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mor the head ts ſounht after , nor the dotirme of our hea- 
venly maſter ts obſerved,Cyp.de impl.przlat.Sccondly 
to cone tothe doctrines ofthe Church of Rome, con« 
ccrning the Sacraments: Is it not abſurd that the bare 
pronouncing ofafew words thould conſecrate a Sa- 
crament, and that a'Sacrament ſhould giue grace by 
the worke wrought; albeit the words themiclues bee 
not ynderſtood,northe vies and ends, for the which 
Sacraments were ordained? Tellmee((aith S.Chryſo- 
tome )O then fooliſh,or abſurd Prieſt, doth the vertue of 
the wordof God conſiſt inthe forme of the letters ,or in the 
underſtanding of the ſenſe? Chryſ.hom, 43, in Mat, Ve- 
r:ily the Apoltle teacheth, that rhe word of Goa profireth 
wot vnleſſe it be mingled with faithin them that heare it, 
Heb.4.2.that is,vplcſſc it be ſo deliuered that the hea- 
rers minds may be inſtruted and edified thereby, and 
fo taith may be eicher begotten,or atleaſt trengthned

in them, And ſo dothS.Auſtine teach, both concerning 
the word and the Sacraments alſo, From whence com» 
meth this power (ſaith hee) that water doth touch the 
body & cleanſe the ſoule, but by meanes of the word, 
and thatnot becauſe it is vttered,, but becauſe it is be- 
lecued, Forinthe word the yaniſhing ſound is one 
thing,and the remaining power another, This is the 
word of faith which wepreach, Aug. in Ioh, hom.80, 
And againe, T be faith of the Sacraments doe inflifie, not 
the Sacraments themſelues, And therefore( ſaith hee )ir 
the Sacraments wee muſt not regard what they are , bat 
what they ſigmifie.

22.Andverily if theſe workes were miracu- 
lous,they ſhould be ſuch as might be firſt apprehended

\works,arc not apprehended by ſenſe, as fenle ir elfe 
oth teftifie ſufhciently, Thirdly,\concerning prayer: 
Firſt,is it not abſurd that publike prayers vnto which 
a publike aſſent ſhould be giuen by the people, ſhould 
þe made ina tongue not ynderſiood ofthe people. For

1.4.16, Secondly,is it notablurdthatprivate prayers 
ſhould bee commanded to bee made in atongue vn.

For 
ſhould any one preſent a ſupplicationtoa Prince, and 
not vnderſtand what is contained in his ſupplication?

panion,yea 25a frantike & mad man, Thircly,is it not 
abſurdto pray to Saints for ſuch blefſings as cannot 
be giuen but by God alone?lceing It1Sall one,as:tf one 


ſhould lecke for that of a ſubiet, whichis only in the 
E hands 
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hands of a king to giue, Forrthly, wereit not abſurd, 
when thou haſt che kings eldeſt and deareſt ſonne to 
be thy mediator to his father , to requeſt ſome meane 
perſons of the courtto be thy mediators alſo, as ifthe 
mediation ofſucha perſon were not iufficient ? So is it 
farre more abſurd to ioine the Saints to the Sonne of 
God inthe worke of mediation, whereas his interceſ. 
fion with the father is 10000000000 times more re- 
ſpected of God,then is the interceſſion of all Angells 
and Saints, Laſtly, is ic notabſurd to make the Saints 
mediators to Thrilt, when he himſelfe calleth thee, & 
promiſethto heare and helpe thee alſo , whenſoever 
thou by thy ſelfe ſhalt come vnto him in faithfull and 
humble prayer?Mat.11.28. For hee loueth his faithfull 
ſervants better then any creature can loue him: and 
therefore they ought to come rather to him then to a- 
ny other, I come with more comfort (laid an ancient 
autor)to my Ie{usthen to any of the Saints, For this 
cannot be the ſaying of S. Auſtine, becaule he renoun= 
ceth all other mediators but Chriſt : and faith morco- 


do quam ad Gue- ver that, if S. Jobs himſelfe [hewuld take vpon him to bee 
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our Mediator he ſhould ſhew himſelfe thereby tobe a ve 
ry Antechriſf. Aug,cont.ep.Parm.l.2. c,$, Laſt of all, 
concerning faith rhey teach moſt ablurdly of all other, 
For whereas our comms Creed containing the ſiumm 
of our Chriſtian faith, teacherthvsto belecuein God, 
that is,to be fully perſwaded that God is our God and 
louing father in-Chrift, and hath taken vs for his adope 
ted children even all andevery one of vs, vnto whome 
he hath giuen a true faith: how can this faith taught in 
our common Creed tand with that of the church of 
Rome,which commandethvs illro Rand in doubt of 
Gods loue? Why?is not Gods loue towards his faith- 
fall and obedient children,greater then is the loue of 
any catihly father to his? And would notan earthly 
Father who hath declared his great loue toward his 


louing 
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Jouing child in giuing him the beſt education that hee 
can,and the greateſt portion & the large?? inheritance 
take it very vnkindly at his cailds hand, iffor all chis 
he ſhould make bur the leaſt doubt of his ſo entire and 
tender affection and loue 2 Now our heauenly forter 
viveth to all that are adopted lonnes by faith in ChtiQt 
a farre better education,greatcr portion and larger in- 
heritance then all earthly parents can gine, and that to 
thisend torefhife vnto them the vnlearchable riches. 
of his goodneſſe towarus them,and ro giue them ful! 
aſſurance of his vnipeakable ioue, And yet ſhall they 
be commanded (tillto make doubt thereol?yea WREICs 
as aliprofeſſ1ons1n the waole world bee they heathe* 
niſh, lewiſh, Hz:ericall or tchiimaticall doe make ſo- 
lemne proteſtation that they will giue affurance, albeit 
vpon moſt falſe and deceauable grounds, to their Diſ- 
ciples and followers,that if they will rightly embrace 
cheirrules and putin practiſe their commandements, 
they ſhall thereby be brought.neare vnto God, & haue 
aTurance of his favour and louc? And ſhall our chrifti- 
an profeſſion, which only delivereth the true grounds 
cf our reconciliation and peace with God, and of his 
good will and loue cowards the faithfull, even by the 
cel imonies of a multitude of heavenly Angels, Luk, 2. 
14.yet be counter commanded herein, &thar by that 
Church which vaunteth her ſeife to bee the only pillar 
and1ocke of faith? Vndoubtedlyas that perſon is no 
chalk wife, nor true mother, that willeth the children 
{}i11 ro Rand in doubt of the kindneſfle of their carcfuil 
and louing father: ſo rhe church of Rome hereby ſhew 
eth her ſcife neither to bee the chaſt ſpouſe of Chrift, 
nor the naturall mother of the faithfull. but the whore 
of Babylon,& the mother of all abominations , in chart 
thee commandeth the faithfull which arc the children 
of God (hill ro tand in doubt of the louc of God their 
heouenly father. Wheretore to conclude,as on the one 
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fide we are topray vnto God our heavenly father that 
he would ill deliver vs fromthe wicked doftines of 
evill and ynreaſonable Papiſts, becauſethey be not the 
2 oRriines of faith an truth:to we are on the other (ide 
Rill ropray vnto him,thathe would cauſe the doctrine 
ofthe Golpell to þe publiſhed more and more, that he 
would giucita full current,and cauſc itto be glorified 
throughout the wholc carth, Andletvs alto pray that 
the Lord our God by the miniſteric of one Haggei or 
other would lay open the ends and vſcs of ſuch gentle 
corrections,which of late yeares our land hath bin vi- 
fited withal againe and againe,&-{tirrevp the ſpirits of 
our Zorobabels and Ioſhuahs to haue a care, firſt to 
build the temple of the Lord before the care of build-

And 
yet for this cauſe we muſt be called Solifidians as if wee 
reieed all otherfruirs of the ſpirit with the practiſe & 
exerciſe of al! good works, Nay, let vs make nolefſe 
vic hereof, then Philip did of thole ſlanders, the which 
the \t!. cnians had raiſed vp againſt him: Iammuch 
(faid he )beholding tothe Athenians, for that by their 
flanderous reports lam made the more careful to look 
to my waies,that I may hold a1ight courſe, that {o1 
may confute them, both by my words and workes. So 
likewiſe, whereas our doctrine is,that the true Chriſti« 
an faichis accompanied with all manner of divine and:
